Erratum 

We have been advised by Dr Michael Braby that the name Trapezites genevieveae, which was given 
for the butterfly featured on the back cover of The Victorian Naturalist 126(6), December 2009, is 
incorrect. It should be a hesperine, probably Suniana sunias y which occurs along the eastern coast 
(but not in Victoria). Another possibility is that it is Ocybadistes walkeri y another hesperine closely 
allied to Suniana and which occurs in Victoria.
